The Duty of the Hour- 

The suciaon dissolutioiubf the • Oan- 
ficliaii Purliament has iiuposod upon 
the pcoijlo of British Columbin.in com- 
mon with thoHO of the oUiei' Provinces, 
the duty of afrosh choosiii'^ rapro.son- 
tativoH. In diHclmrging this most im- 
portant duty, it behoovGistho people of 
British Cohimbia to be especially care- 
ful, inasmuch us the issues to bo tried 
coucoru tins Provinco more than any 
other. There is an uufulhlled treaty 
upon which haug most of our ho2''os. 
That Treaty is and must continue for 
some time to come to bo the c hief arti- 
cle of our political creed, as the unful- 
filled covenant in it constitutes the su.m- 
MUM BONUM of Confederation. Under 
these circumstances, it is the obvious 
duty, as it is tho undoubted interest of 
Pritish Columbia to select h(!r repre- 
aentatives with an especial view to this 
important fact. It has been said that 
those gentlemen so recently elected to 
represent this Province at Ottawa have 
BO far committed themselves to the 
party now iu Oppnsitioii as to rendfr 
independent action, much less a sup- 
port of the now Administration, out of 
the question. "SVe are not prepared to 
believe anything of the sort, and it 
would be no more than just to those 
'gentlemen to hear what they have to 
Hoy on the point before coming to 
conclusions which may prove to bo 
wholly unwarranted by fact. Should 
it turn out, however, ^that. such is the 
case in respect to all or any of tho old 
"contingent," we have no Imsitation in 
saying that it wdl be the duty of Bri- 
tish Columbia to select as her repre- 
sentatives men free to act in tiio inter- 
est of the country — men untrammeled 
by old uHsociations or party lines with 
which this Province cannot bo expect- 
ed as yet to concern herself very uuich. 
It is perfectly true that tho now Pre- 
mier has announced bis deterujination 
to do justice to the Pacilic Proviiuie 
and keep faith with her as far as liey in 
his power, having due regard to the 
rights and interests of the Dominion 
as a whole, and thai , irrespective of tho 
course our I'epresenialives nuiy ado))t. 
But iMr. Mackenzie is himiau; uni.1 
should he llnd Pntisli Colinuhia throw- 
ing all or any of hor inliueuce into the 
Opposition scale, ho will be far more 
likely to discover reasons for delay or 
possibly something even worsi^ than 
delay; and espiicially W(juld tbis boiiiu 
case in tho event of pai ty scales being 
pretty evenly balanced. On the other 
hand, should he receive a united and 
hearty support, his heai^t, as w.ell,(^s his 
head, would be enlisted, and this Pro- 
vinco would be much more likely to re- 
ceive that full !uul prcnnpt justice 
which lingered in the hands of tho late 
Premier. It is one gratifying feature 
of the ajjproaching election in this 
Province that there is greater eompieti- 
tion for Parliamontajy honours, thus 
indicating a growing interest in tiie 
politi(^s of the country. "Under Liur 
form of (iovernment, tliis is a heaUiiy 
sign; and as candidates nudtiply, dec- 
tors are sure to become more interest- 
ed. A few days ago we stated that 
the election would be held under and 
inaccordauco with the Ballot law pass- 
ed at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture. This being the case, it becomes 
a matter of no liLLle imjiortaiice 
the electors should make them.sejv(!s as 
familiar as jiossiblo with theijrovisujus 
of the Act. In furtherance of that de- 
sirable object, we present those i^rovi- 
sions wliic h it most concerns the elec- 
tors to know :

it but an ugly building on Govornmeut 
street which was a disgrace to tho city.

Mr. Walkem here moved the previous

Mr. yinithe roso to a jioint of order and 
coutoudecl that as Mr. Walkem had al- 
ready spoken to tho resolution, ho could 
not apeak again, either to move tho pvo- 
rious question or any other amendment. 

After reforencb to May and quoting 
ruioa in sui)port of tho position, and r. 
discussion in which Messrs. Smitho, Wal- 
kom, McCioight and Eobson took part, 
Iho lattor Haying it was not fair-'to move 
tho previous quostion at this stage of the 
])roceodings, thus denying tho mover tho 
right to reply, 

Mr. Walkem contended that it ought 
to bo moved now if at all, aa ho could not 
do it after the reply, but although sorry 
to deprive the moior of his right, ho 
must therefore do it now as he wished to 
stop tho debate.

Mr. Walkem explained that some doubts 
had been cast on tho right of tho Crown 
to grant ferry rights iii this Province, 
.and ho had adopted an Act to regulate 
thaaa matters wluoh he bad fonnd in the 
Canadian "Statutes. The Bill provided 
ttiat the granting of ferry leases must be 
advertised; that thoy|could not, he gr.uited 
for longer periods than 5 years, and must 
then be again put uj) for i)ubiio eompeti- 
tion. The Pill also proseiitiid rules regu- 
lating the size and kind of vessels requir- 
ed for'ferrles'of different kinds. 

On motion of Mr. Hughes further con- 
sideration was postponed until to-mor- 
row. 

iSecond reading of the

Hon. Mr. Walkem said he could not 

say how this bill came to have such a for- 
luidablo titlo. Hon. members would not 
tind it so bad as it looked. It was a bill 
to facilitate and explain tho remedies of 
creditors against the lands of their debt- 
ors. After some discussion tho Bill was 
laid over.

Tho object of this Bill is to provide for 
the more speed}* oolleotion"of real estate 
taxes on Vuncouvvr Island. 

Hecond reading was passed and tho Pill 
to go into Committee to-morrow.

ing schools, Clause 1. oxemptB hucIi 
Hi;liools from the operations of tho exist- 
ing ,\ot in so far as the powers aud au- 
thority of Trustees of any S.hool District 
created under tho public school act are 
ooncoriu'd. (Clause 2. empowers thii ( b)v- 
oru(U- in Couiieil to appoint persons to be 
Trustees (d any boarding school.i which 
may be established. Clause ii. delines 
tho duties and powers of such Trustees, 
anioiigstotheir things, to make By-laws 
i'lxing the fees to be paid for board and 
lodging, etc., the manner and time of pay- 
ment of such foes, with power .to enforce 
tho colloetion of tho same. Jt is provid- 
ed that the Trustees shall have ])owtu- to

The Boarding Scool^ 

Copies of correspondence on tho subject 
of the location of tlio Boarding School 
were laid before tho Houso yesterday. 
Tho flrat is in the form of a resolution of 
tho Board of Educatiohipro.testing.igainst 
the oxpondituro of. the largo sum of 
§5,500 out of the siiiil appropriated for 
schools, in the eroeliou of a Boarding 
School. 

No 2 informs tho liourd that tho 
Governinont has decided to build tho 
Boarding School nt IvAiiLoors. 

No 3 requests tho Poard and tho Hu- 
periutondaiit of J-lducation to furnish the 
Government with suggostioua as to site, 
etc. 

No -t contains a lengthy report from the 
Superintendant of Education in which 
that Kllicor points out tli^i necessity of es- 
tablishing tho School at Kamloops, for 
tho reasons of its remoteness from nil es- 
tablished Hchoids, the large number of 
children in tho districts, ( 115) who would 
bo bonelitted by its location there. Tho 
report concludes with a resolution of tho 
Board protesting agaist tho exiuuiditurc. 
Next follows a eommuiiicaiioii from the 
Provincial .Secretary wlm informs tho 
Poard th.'it the Oovernmont has decided 
to build the .school at C.wiuc Ci:ci;k, and 
asking for snggostions from the Poard. 
Tho Superintomlant replic.i on the P.lili, 
enclosing tho following unanimous reso- 
lution oi tho Poi^rd; 

"That tho Poard of Education do not 
consider themselvc! competent to make 
any suggestions to tho Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works with regard 
to fcjround plan of a school building to be 
erected at Cache Creok. ' 

"The Poard learn with surprise that 
tho Government liava chautjed tho loca- 
tion of such school from K ualoojjs to 
Cache Creek. In accordunco wilh a uom- 
munication from the Hon. tho Provincial 
Heorotary, dated 20th February last, the 
Board ac(iuioscod with tho (rovernmont 
in tho selection of the former site in con- 
sequence of tho great ad vaiila;/('s which 
thatlocality possesses. (Jo a sabse([uiiut 
occasion, when asked for thoir opinion 
they were unanimous that should a school 
be erected, Kamloopa-was still the proper 
place for it." 

Ton days afterwards iho Provincial 
Secretary attemiits to explain his lirst 
pledge etating that ho used tho worils at 
K.^MT.nor.'^ as a generic form! 

On tho 1,'jtb of May, tho .Snitrrinteiidanf 
transmitted tho following resulutiou of the 
Board, which closed the correspondence. 

"Tho Board having duly consi- 
dered tho Hon. Provincial .Secretary's 
loiter of 20lh April, wish ittobo unde:s:ood 
that it is not their object to raise any con- 
troversy Ts-itli the Cb)vernment in the 
matter to v,-luch it refers; and, further, 
that thoy do not claim tho power to binil 
the Government by deciding where tho 
Boarding Sohool shall be built, although 
thoy oannot but think it natural that the 
Government should have consulted them 
on so important a matter. 

"Tho protest to which reference is 
made in tho Hon. Provincial Secretary's 
letter, was based on tho inadequacy of 
tho grant for educational ]iuri)o cs this 
year to meet such a costly oxporiment 
as the proposed Boarding School; and 
thirt tho Board felt to be tlicir duty — in 
tho interest of education alone — to ro- 
prosont strongly, although at tho time 
they wore tbemsolves in tho Ijolicf that 
Kamloops was the site contemplated by 
the Government. 

"Tho Board cannot suppress thoir c ui- 
viction that no part of this year's grant 
should bo devoted to the building in 
queatiou. 

"With these explanations, the Board 
disclaims any desire whatever to oppose 
or embarrass tho Government, on whom 
alone rests reBoonsibility of the scheme, 

"The Board are, besides, on general 
principles, far from unanimous as to the 
desirability of the Boarding School pro- 
ject."
